Within 24 honors of publishing its 
list of fixed prices for goods and 
services arising out of the economic 
package deal, the government was 
forced to prepare a revised list, 
which is appearing in this.morning's 
newspapers (pages 5,6).

Water price adjustment 

Water prices will be subject to 
more rapid increases under an 
amendment to the Water Law pre- 
sented for its first reading yesterday 
by Deputy Agriculture Minister 
Avraham Katz-Oz. 


‘Water prices are now fixed once a 
year, in April, after examination of 
al} their components. In the course 
of the year they are changed when 
electricity rates go up. in a ratio of 
0.6 per cent for every 1 per cent 
increase in electricity rates. 


But while electricity rates are fre- 
quently raised retroactively, and 
need not await gazetting, water

Speaking to journalists, Corfu 
said that bus fares had been sche- 
dyled to go up by 24 per cent next 
week. He said that the bus-fare sub- 

, Sidy would continue to be covered by 
(he government. Egged is receiving 


about ISS billion per month in gov- 
ernment subsidies and Dan about 
TS2b. At present, the government 
subsidizes fares by 140 per cent. 

The Transport Ministry's total 
subsidy for this year is 1$33b. 

Corfu said, however, that the gov- 
ernment is not planning to subsidize 
taxi fares, trucking haulage rates, or 
driving-instruction fees. He said that 
the prices of these services would 
also be frozen. He said, however, 
that he might be prepared to discuss 


a rate rise during the next three 
months. 

Corfu said that new car prices 
were frozen according to shekel list 
prices of November 2 but that tegal 
advisers in his office were checking 
into questions raised by car impor- 
ters. They could not freeze car prices 
as they must pay to the dollar value 
of the cars in shekels on the day they 
are released from customs. 

The car importers are threatening 
to stop imports if this matter is not 


resolved immediately. 

Corfu said that he does not have 
funds for new roads, and once the 
Ayalon project in Tel Aviv is com- 
pleted in several years, his ministry 
will be able to tackle other projects. 
With funds gleaned from the Public 
Works Department, work on five of 
the country’s 13 “ultra-dangerous” 
roads is being carried out this year. 

He also said that budgets had been 
increased and not decreased to wage 
the battle against road accidents.

Second major typhoon

MANILA (AP). -- Typhoon Agnes 
battered the Philippi’ eee 
with high winds and heavy rains 
Monday, leaving at least 155 persons 
dead, dozens missing and about 
200,000 hometess. 


The typhoon. with peak winds of 
up to 205 kilometres an hour, strack 
at mid-morning, blew down houses, 
unroofed others. triggered land- 
slides and floods — neck-deep in 
some places — and knocked out com- 
munications and power in the 
Visayas region. about 480 
kilometres south of Manila. 

One hundred deaths were re- 
ported by local officials in Roxas 
City in Capiz province. Most of the 
victims drowned in floods. 

At least 48 people were reported 
missing, mostly fishermen caught at 
sea by Agnes's fury. 


Thousands of people in Roxas 
were still marooned yesterday on the 
roofs of their flooded homes and 
bodies were seen floating near the 
shoreline. 

Agnes was the second killer 
typhoon to hit the Philippines in six 
weeks. The deadliest typhoon on 
record to hit the Philippines. Ike. left 
more than 1,200 dead and about 
500,000 homeless in the Visayas and 
southern Mindanao island in early 
September. 

A task force of several helicopters 
is rescuing and assisting people 
stranded by floods in Capiz. 

“There are many towns there that 
are under water.” a rescue worker 
said on government television. “You 
could see people clustered on high 
ground and on top of their houses 
and on streets that were spared by 
the water." 


Tight security, royal parade 
mark opening of Parliament 


LONDON (AP). -- Glittering 
pageantry and tight security mingled 
yesterday as Queen Elizabeth II 
rode in a horse-drawn carriage from 
Buckingham Palace for the state 
Opening of Parliament, accompa- 
nied by armed detectives disguised 
. as royal footmen. 

Inside Parliament, the queen don- 
ned a royal velvet robe and the 
jewel-encrusted imperial crown to 
take her place on the throne in the 
royal sallery. ihe then outlined a 
no-surprises legislative programme. 
Although the speech is traditionally 
tead by the monarch, it is written by 
the government and lays out its poli- 
cy and legislation proposals. 

The queen said the Conservative 
government will not budge from its 
stringent economic policies despite 
record unemployment. 

She also announced bills to abol- 
ish the Greater London Council and 
six other big-city authorities. The 


move is seen as a Conservative Party 
attempt to extend its power and is 
bitterly opposed by the opposition 
Labour Party, which controls ai! the 
doomed councils. 


“My government will continue to 
pursue policies founded on sound 
money and lower public borrow- 
ing.” the queen said, but added that 
the Tories were ‘‘deeply concerned” 
abot the 3 million Britons out of 
work. 


As the queen rode to Parliament, 
crowds lined the streets in drizzling 
rain. The night before, bomb- 
sniffing police dogs had checked the 
sewers along the route. 

The security, believed to be the 
tightest ever mounted for a royal 
occasion, followed the Irish Repub- 
lican Army's bid to blow up Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and 
most of her cabinet at the Grand 
Hotel in Brighton on October 12.

Hijack ends in Teheran as’ 
passengers turn on captors 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Passengers. 
including one wielding an axe, 
yesterday ended an eight-hour 
ordeal by overpowering two hijack- 
ers of a Saudi Arabian Tristar airlin- 
er at Teheran’s Mehrabad Airport. 

Saudi soldier Ali al-Abmari 
Abdullah told reporters he attacked 
one hijacker with an axe and threw 
him off the plane after his attention 
had been diverted with an offer of 
blankets, which started a general 
scuffle. 

The hijackers. believed to be 
Yemenis. commandeered the Saudi 
plane, carrying 131 persons. Mon- 
day night on a flight between the 
Saudi cities of Jeddah and Riyadh 
that originated in London. the Ira- 
nian news agency Irna said. 

The agency said the hijackers. 
who were arrested, had demanded a 


$500.000 ransom. an end to what 
they called Saudi influence in Ye- 
men and political asylum in fran. 

ft was not clear whether the hi- 
jackers came from North or South 
Yemen. but their demand.appeared 
to suggest North Yemen, according 
to observers in the Persian Gulf. 

The passengers escaped down 
emergency chutes.about eight hours 
after the plane had been hijacked. 
Several of them suffered cuts and 
bruises in the escape. 


The Saudi soldier told reporters 
he struck one hijacker at least four 
times on the head with an axe. 
“Then I threw him out of the plane.” 

He had a heavily bandaged hand, 
but proudly pointed out blood on his 
clothing. which he said was from a 
hijacker.

The toll in black townships since 
Sunday night rose to 16 dead, at least 
10 injured and about 40 arrested, 
with hundreds of thousands of work- 


ers and students staying home in 
Transvaal province, the nation's in- 
dustrial centre, the police reported. 

A spokesman for Putco Litd., 
whose buses carry 1 million workers 
daily, said 35 buses were stoned in 
Soweto, the largest township, and at 
least one burned elsewhere. He said 
police armoured cars escorted buses, 
and Putco was maintaining curtailed 
but regular service in the townships, 
except in Tembisa, east of Johannes- 
burg, where seven persons were kil- 
led since Monday.

“THERE ARE six million psoriasis 
sufferers in the United States, and 
only 100 have been to the Dead 
Sea.” 

These were not the words of a 
Tourism Ministry official or the own- 
er of a hotel at the Dead Sea. but of 
Joe Laparda. a 2G-year-oid psoriasis 
patient from Las Angeles, who was 
displaying the last vestiges of his 
disfiguring skin ailment to a group of 
journalists. Laparda. a musician 

© who spent much of his time in hospit- 
als in less than successful attempts to 
alleviate the symptoms of the genetic 
skin ailment. came to the Dead Sea 
after reading an article in the Los 
Angeles Times. 

“T never felt sexy in Los Angeles.” 
the outspoken young man told the 
reporters, “but 1 feel sexy here.” 
Asked about oppartunities for social 
life In the area, he replied with an 
ambiguous grin. ‘Man, it's the 
lowest place on earth.” 

But despite the continued flow of 
patients, many of them return cases 
who feel that the Dead Sea is their 
one efficacious remedy. there has 
never been a controlled medical 
study of the Dead Sea treatment, 
Dr. David Abels, director of the 
jocal skin clinic, told the press. He 

, explained that about 2 percent of the 
k! world’s population is born with a 
tendency to develop the chronic dis- 
ease, characterized by red. scaly 
spots on the skin. 

For many of the estimated 50 
million psoriasis victims around the 
world. said Abels, the discomfort is 
mild, with only small areas around 
the elbows affected. But others, with 
unsightly patches over many parts of 
the body. come literally as “social 
outcasts.” 

Many of them have undergone 
many different treatments which 
didn't work. including acupuncture 
and faith-healing. 

The Dead Sea treatment is not 
claimed to effect a cure. in the sense 

, that the symptoms will not recur, but 


+e itoften results in a remission in cases 


where other treatments don’t help. 
Patients also note that it is far more 
pleasant (and cheaper) to stay at a 
hotel ut the Dead Sea than to under- 
go long hospitalization at home. 

“It is the only disease in which the 
treatment is a pleasure.” one patient 
told Abels. 


New life from 
the Dead Sea

THE TREATMENT seems to work 
because of the physical characteris- 
tics of the area, which at 390 metres 
below sea level is indeed the lowest 
place on earth. The many jayers of 
atmosphere. combined with the con- 
tinual evaporation of the Dead Sea. 
filter the rays of the sun to exclude 
some of the harmful ones and con- 
centrate some of the more benefi- 
cial. 

Also efficacious. for at least some 
of the patients, is the sea itself. with a 
33 per cent mineral concentration. 
Just for comparison, the ocean has a 
mineral concentration of 3 per cent 
and the Great Salt Lake in Utah, 
20-27 per cent. 

But just as helpful seems to be the 
method of treatment for a malady 
which has a psychosomatic element. 

“I came here with long sleeves 
down to here.” said Laparda, in- 
dicating, his wrists, “‘and the first 
thing { had to do was strip and gerout 
in the sun.” Since everyone else in

the solarium is a psoriasis patient. he 
doesn’t have to be self-conscious 
about exposing himself. “1 can ask ἃ 
fellow patient to put cream on me. 
rather than a nurse who might fee! 
tured off.” he said. 

“[t's 100 per cent better to relax 

here than go to a hospital.” he 
declared. in one hospital. the treat- 
ment consisted of 2 combination of 
ultra-violet lamps and coal-tar ap- 
plications. When he wanted to get 
out for the weekend. he had to ask 
for a special pass. 
ALTHOUGH THERE is no thor- 
ough. medically-based study of the 
effects of the area on psoriasis. a 
pilot survey of 130 patients showed 
that over 85 were completely cleared 
or almost cleared of it. 

In the very difficult cases, where 
such results were not seen. the pa- 
tients said that their stay at the Dead 
Sea worked as well as. or better 
than, any other treatment they had 
tried. In most cases, patients said 


1- 
that the remission period was longer. 
and when the symptoms did re- 
appear. they were milder than with 
other treatments. 

Usually. patients are told to go 
into the sun for 10 to 20 minutes the 
first day. progressing gradually to a 
point where they spend up to six 
hours in the sun. The solaria. which 
are divided into sections for men and 
women. are equipped with simple 
deck-chairs. and giant fans for 
periods when there is little wind. 

Most of the patients lay in the sun. 
Teading or listening to radios or tape 
recorders. but one group was busy 
playing a game of boule. 


ACCORDING TO Bill Dowds. who 
had come from Wales for his 14th 
visit to the Dead Sea. the facilities 
have improved enormously since he 
first came in 1976. Then. he said. it 
was “like a penitentiary.” today it is 
very comfortable. 

Now retired. Dowds comes to the 
Dead Sea whenever the symptoms of 
psoriasis show up. In search of treat- 
ment. he had previously been to the 
Black Sea. various places on the 
Mediterranean coast. but none had 
helped as much as the Dead Sea. 

He estimates that each visit costs 
him about £1.000, currently equiva- 
lent to $1,200. He no longer pays the 
clinic the $150 fee which provides 
complete medical services, including 
check-ups and salves. because he 
feels that by now he knows quite well 
how to treat himself. 

Abels said that a patient pays 
about $30 a day for a room with half 
board. and that the entire visit costs 
about $1.500 for a patient coming 
from Europe and $2,000 for one 
coming from North America. But he 
added that this must be seen in the 
light of hospital fees, which in the 
U.S. can easily reach $500 a day. 

For Europeans. who make up the 
bulk of the patients at the Dead Sea. 
the cost is often paid in full or in part 
by their medical insurance schemes. 
Tt is the lack of an authenticated 
medical study which makes such 

payment impossible for Americans. 

Tronically. one of the most bitter 
groups of patients are the Israels. 
Kupat Holim Kialit, which covers 
the bulk of the population. will pay 
nothing towards psoriasis treatment 
at the Dead Sea. 


AT NINE FORTY-FIVE in the 
morning. the workers at the electric- 
al accessories factory of Kibbutz Ein 
Hashofet switch off their machines 
and do 10 minutes of calisthenics. 

The factory management has com- 
piled no statistics on the correlation 
between these body-stretching exer- 
cises and the leve) of productivity. 

, Sut the employees” feeling as they 
return to work that they are “starting 
the day afresh” together with the 
steady climb in profitability may be a 
better indication than statistics. 

The initiator of these exercise ses- 
sions is a lithe and youthful-looking 
woman. Anne Lief Barlin. She com- 
es inte the factory. plugs in her tape 
recorder. gets up on a work-table 
and starts moving rhythmically, the 
signal for the exercises to start. 

Barlin, ἃ Californian movement 
expert. is at 68 well into her new 
career: getting Israelis to learn to 
know their bodies and look after 
them. 

Her late brother. Yehoshua Leib- 
ner. was a founding member of Ein 
Hashofet which was established in 
1937 by pioneers from the U.S. who 
named it for the late U.S. Justi 
Louis Brandeis. ᾿ 

Barlin. who has been dancing 
since she was six, and appearing 


""\ professionally from the age of 15, 


has published books and made re- 
cords on dance and movement. Her 
books have been translated into 
several languages and will soon 
appear in Hebrew. She also runs a 
teachers’ workshop on learning 
through movement at the Los 
Angeles University of Judaism. 
When she found herself spending 
more and more time at Ein 
Hashofet. she decided to give the 
kibbutz the benefit of her expertise.

volunteered for the accessories fac- 
tory.” she told The Jerusalem Post. 
The plant has 75 workers, all but 10 
of them veterans past retirement 
age, who continue doing part-time 
work into their eighties. They pro- 
duce over $5m. worth of mini- 
transformers for neon lights, of 
which nearly 40 per cent are ex- 
ported to Europe and Australia. 

“I thought that the workers, who 
have sit-down jobs, really needed to 
stretch. Now it's became a move- 
ment in the kibbutz,” Barlin smiles. 

On the factory floor. the elderly 
men and women, some of them 
handicapped, are joined by some 
very young girls who work in the 
next-roam. The accompanying music 
ranges from Yiddish melodies to 
jazzed-up Japanese tunes. 


The series of movements looks 
quite casual, but is in fact “very 
carefully planned with years of ex- 
perience in its composition.” It acti- 
vates every muscle in the body and 
provides a feeling of relaxation. 
Having joined one of the lessons. I 
can attest to their efficacy. 


When Barlin is away in California. 
a kibbutz girl whom she has trained 
takes over. The callisthenics break is 
now a welcome regular morning fea- 
ture in five kibbutz workshops as 


well as the kitchen and is spreading 
through the kibbutz. 


The handicapped can follow the 
exercises only partially, but they do 
as much as .hey can. All agree that 
“they do us a lot of good.” After 
callistbenics they take their coffee 
break and then go back to work for 
anather couple of hours. 


IT WASN'T TOO easy introducing 
callisthenics. Barlin notes. because 
like so many Israelis. the kibbutzniks 
considered exercises a waste of time 
and effort. On the other hand. Bar- 
lin has met no resistance on account 
of being a woman. 


She started off with young 
mothers and their month-old in- 
fants. teaching the women to exer- 
cise and massace their babies. “Thea 
I moved into parents’ and children’s 
groups. providing them with move- 
ment and dance experience to relate 
to each other and their own bodies.” 
Gradually the idea caught on. 

Today. apart from the factories. 
Barlin gives classes in the kindergar- 
ten and the high school and orga- 
nizes a dance class for older women. 
She feels sure that. in time. the 
younger men will also want to join 
in. 

Participation is totally voluntary. 


with Barlin extending individual 
help and encouragement. “My aim is 
to provide a feeling of body vitality 
and to wake up the brain,” she 
explains. 

{rit Fishbein, production manager 
in the accessories factory, finds that 
the callisthenics break “raises our 
spirits. makes the haverim feel better 
and gives them a feeling of joy in 
their work.” She notes that the 
workers don't exercise to increase 
production.. but finds this is one 


* result. 


In the U.S.. Barlin is currently 
engaged on a government-funded 
pilot project with school children 
which she says has already consider- 
ably raised the 1.Q. level. She is also 
active in the Artists in Schools | 
national endowment for the arts 

irae. In Israel, in addition to 

work at Ein Hashofet, Barlin 

does teacher training at the Aryeh 

Kaleb Centre for Movement and 

Dance in Herzliya, and trains kin- 

dergarten teachers for the Ministry 
of Education. 

The kibbutz callisthenics are not 
“official” and have never been voted 
on bv the general assembly of mem- 
bers which governs kibbutz life. But 
it has been accepted by tacit consen- 
sus and Barlin feels she’s now well on 
the way. 

“The exercises are designed to 
Ttelease tensions. both physical and 
emotional, and open people to their 
own bodies and emotions so they can 
be freer and more relaxed with 
themselves and others,” she says. 

Working both here and in the 

U.S.. she can compare “tension 
levels” and has found that “there is 
so much more of it here. I can sense 
it alt the way up from the five-year- 
olds. a projection from the tensions 
adults have to live with in this coun- 
try.

Music for the masses 


MUSIC / Yohanan Boehm and Hyam Corney 


FORTY YEARS ago, immediately 
after the last war. Victor Hochhaus- 
er. a young music impresario who 


had arrived in London as a refugee | 


from Czechoslovakia six years ear- 
lier, began to promote a series of 
classical concerts δὲ London's 
famous Royal Albert Hall. These 
were τὸ prove so popular that they 
remain a regular feature of London's 
musical scene. : 

The philosophy behind them was 
very simple: to provide high quality 
concerts at popular prices with the 
best orchestras and young soloists 
for wide audiences who would not 
normally attend the more adventur-. 
ous musical events, and also to cre- 
ate a gentle and pleasant introduc- 
tion to the world of great music, and 
thus develop a taste for more adven- 
turous programmes. . 

Now for the first time with the 
help of Yehuda Fickler, a similar 
series of concerts is being introduced 
with the Jerusalem- Symphony 
Orchestra. A series of five concerts 
is being arranged over the next few 
months on the assumption that they 
will appeal to wide Israeli audiences, 
as they have to British music lovers. 


Many more will be planned later. 

Among the regular items in the 
programmes will be the works of 
such composers as Beethoven. 
Tchaikovsky, Grieg, Rachmaninov, 
Mendelssohn, Johann Strauss. etc.. 
as well as: music from ballet and 
opera. In ‘addition there will be 
something which has nat been avail- 
able in London. a hazanut concert 
with the famous cantor Malovany 
accompanied by the JSO. 

In Britain many of the artists who 
now enjoy world-wide reputations 
were given their first opportunity in 
the Hochhanser series. In Israel too, 
young musicians, as well as estab- 
lished performers, will be appearing. 
As Victor Hochhauser and bis wife 
Lilian put it: “We want to provide an 
excellent evening's performance 
with the best music available by the 
finest musicians -- and at popular 
prices.” 

The Hochhausers, who travel fre- 
quently between London and Jeru- 
salem, arranged a trial popular con- 
cert in the Jewish Quarter of the Old 
City in 1978. but this did not have 
any follow-up. (The Jerusalem 
weather was cold and windy for that 


open-air event.) 

The concerts planned now will be 
in Binyenei Ha'uma. which seats 
nearly 3,000. Tickets will be “popu- 
larly priced." and the five program- 
mes being offered this season 
should. indeed, induce many peo- 
ple, young and old, to attend these 
concerts with no fear that an overly 
sophisticated programme wilt spoil 
their pleasure. 

For the first ~ an atl Tehalkovely 

rogramme — a problem arose: the 
tore of the 18/2 Overture calls for 
six cannon shots, but one can’t bring 
a cannon into Binyenei Ha‘uma. 
With the help of the Jerusalem 
police. an adequate but less suspi- 
cious solution has been found. 

In the second concert. former 

- British prime minister Edward Heath 
will conduct: the scheduled soloist is 
Tian Rechtman: who won second 
prize at the most difficult Interna- 
tional Piano Competition at San 
Antonia, Texas. There were 35 
candidates, and 21-year-old Man was 
beaten by a local pianist ten years his 
senior. Maa will perform Rachmani- 
nov's Second Fiano Concerto on 
January 31 in this series.

Galilee kibbutz spends $2m. 
to set up plastics factory

TEL AVIV. - A new technological 
method of producing plastics, the 
first major development in this field 
in 20 years, has been acquired by 
Kibbutz Sasa, in the Galilee. it was 
announced yesterday. 

The process was developed by the 
NOW Plastics Corporation, of 
Staatsburg. New York, whose repre- 
sentative, Jack Shute. is now visiting 
Israel ta help the kibbutz set up its 
plant. The kibbutz will invest $2m. in 
setting up and equipping the factory. 
During the first year of operation {it 
is now accepting orders and should 
go into production in March or 
April. 1985) it should produce goods 
worth about $1m., rising to $2m. in 
the second year.

This allows the plas- 
tics to‘maintain more of its qualities, 
which it loses if heated to past the 
melting point. and prevents internal 
stresses within the material itself.

The ‘disadvantage is that the 
method is more expensive than the 
other five methods. But since it can 
be used in low series (about four or 
five hundred items), the ultimate

Isotopes are atoms of the same 
element that differ in atomic weight. 
A radioisotope is one that can easily 
be detected because it is radioactive. 
A stable isotope is of the type that 
does not “wander” when introduced 
into 2 body or substance. for testing 
or reinforcing purposes. In industry, 
radioisotopes are also used to mea- 
sure the density or thickness of mate- 
rial in production.

Therefore, the bank 
intended to heip the poor, confused 
customer by giving him the largest 
number of investment options. It 
could then turn round and say “we 
have provided you with ail the tools, 
now go ahead and use them.” 

This new policy proved highly suc- 
cessful and was gradually 
broadened. Most recently, 
Hapoalim had a very broad-based 
investment campaign, encompas- 
Sing such different areas as mutual 
funds, savings schemes of both 
index-linked and dollar-linked 
varieties, and bonus offers in the 
provident furd section of the “in- 
vestment cake" as well. 

Once again, the underlying theme 
of the campaign has been along the 
by-now tied and tested lines: “We 
all know that it is difficult to decide 
how to invest money today. On the 
other band you must do something 
with it, because in these times of 
uncertainty (etc. etc) everyone must 
have savings. We offer you such a 
broad range of possibilities that you 
can easily find the one most suitable 
for you. Once you have defined your 
needs come to us and take advantage 


‘of our all-embracing investment ser- 


vice.” 

The origins of the new approach 
are to be found in the collapse of the 
bank shares in October 1983. This 
disaster shattered public confidence 
in the banks and their services, even 
if they were only acting as middle- 
men, peddling government savings 
schemes and the like. People re- 
membered only too well how the 
so-called “investment advisers” in 
the banks had rammed down their 
throats the shares of the banks and 


any other investment item that man- 
agement found convenient and pro- 
fitable to flog off at a specific time. 
There was, in short, a passive con- 
sumer revolt, ὴ 

However, the shock of the col- 
lapse soon wore off, and customers 
found, by the beginning of 1984, that 
they were in uncharted territory as 
far as the state of the economy was 
concemed. From lack of choice, 
they turned again to the banks. They 
were determined, however, not to 
buy any “‘loksch™ the bank chose to 
sell them. 

Behind the desk in the banks 
things had changed too. Both the 
clerks and advisers who had been all 
but physically assaulted by their cus- 
tomers in October, and the central 
management who directed them, all 
knew that there could be πὸ going 
back to the old marketing systems. 
Furthermore, the more honest ones 
admitted, at least to themselves, that 
in the current climate of uncertainty 
‘they really didn't know what was 
best any more, either for the custom- 
er oreven for the bank. What looked 
great today had been in the garbage 
can last month; and as for next 
month, well -- who knows? 

Hapoalim had the presence of 
mind to institutionalise these senti- 
ments. They told their customers 
“We don't know all the answers. 
We've learnt our lesson. Let’s ay 
and help each other.” Not surpri- 
singly, the response was positive. 
Even less surprisingly, once the 
other banks saw the way the wind 
was blowing, they jumped on the 
bandwagon. 

The essence of the new approach 
is passing the buck. You pass your 
buck to the banks, and they pass the 
buck of deciding in what to invest 
back to you. “Give us your moncy 
and break your own head" may not 
be a catchy advertising slogan, but it 
epitomises the attitude involved. 


There is, in fact. an educative 
at work here. The banks are 
trying to make their customers view 
their overall investment portfolio as 
one whole, and to set it against their 
tiabilities. In this way intelligent in- 
vestment decisions can be made. But 
by saying that, the iniquities of the 
old system are further highlighted: 
until recently. the approach was en- 
tirely wholesale, along the lines of 
“this is what we're selling now, it’s 
great. Everybody's buying it, and so 
should you.” 


Yet the longer-term question is 
whether the banks are at all suited to 
their aew role of individual invest- 
ment advisers. The structure of the 
large banks, the quality of their 
personnel and the diversity of their 
customers all militate against the 
success of this type of service from 
this form of organization. ~ 

“What we will probably see, over 
the coming years,’ says David 
Duke, a Jerusalem-based economic 
consultant, “is a gradual withdrawal 
by the banks from the field of invest- 
ments. The overt rationale will be 
their need to reduce the level of their 
services in order to cut costs. Under- 
lying this will be their inability to 
give a mass service cheaply, and 
their unsuitability to giving a special- 
ized service at a reasonable price. 
The solution wil] be to move away 
from the whole field except perhaps 
for mutual-fund management. leav- 
ing it to more professional, special- 
ized firms. Hopefully, the govern- 
ment will eventually do something 
abont licensing investment advisers, 
and this should help to regularise the 
level of service and protect custom- 
ers.” 

The first signs of this trend are 
already apparent, in Duke’s opin- 
ion, in the securities sector of the 
investment market. “Under cover of 
the stock market stump, the banks 
have dismantled much of the 
customer-service apparatus that 
used to exist. Even when the market 
picks up, the old-style mass parti- 
cipation will not re-emerge, because 
even minimal transaction charges 
are now much higher. Up-market 
services, such as research and pro- 
fessional portfolio management, are 
not within the purview of the big 
commercial banks at all." 


Currency markets indecisive 


LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
swung erratically on currency mar- 
kets yesterday as dealers awaited the 
results of the U.S. presidential elec-

* After opening at just above 2.92 
marks, the dollar edged uncertainly 
upwards to close in Frankfurt near 
its day's high at 2.9498 marks, with 
some dedlers predicting further 
gains if President Reagan wins his 
expected victory. 

But others said the upturn owed 
more to the thin and jittery trading 
conditions than to renewed confi- 
dence in the recently dented dollar. 


In London, sterling maintained 
most of its recent gains despite a half 
per cent cut yesterday in a key Brit- 
ish interest rate. The long-awaited 
fall in commercial banks’ base lend- 
ing rate to 10 per cent — the first in 
almost three months— followed news 


from the Bank of England that Bri- 
tain’s money supply rose modestly in 
the four weeks to October 17 and is 
within its target range for the year. 
__ Sterling took the base-rate cut in 
its stride. holding steady at around 
1.2615 dollars. 

This was one cent.below its best 
level of $1.2717 early in the day, but 


dealers attributed the slight losses of 
sterling and other major currencies 


‘to dollar buying by operators cover- 


ing themselves ahead of the election 
results. 

Apart from a possible brief up- 
surge after Reagan's expected vic- 
tory, most dealers believe the dollar 
will extend its recent slide under 
pressure from weakening U.S. in- 
terest rates, slowing American eco- 
nomic growth and a belief that the 
Federal Reserve will further relax its 


grip on monetary policy.

Taking bonds first. this market 
moved from the wings to centre 
stage. Although volume in this mar- 


- ket. too. fell by one-third when com-

An exactly opposite theory may 
also be put forward. namely that the 
prospect of lower. more tolerable 
rates of inflation is making bonds a 
more attractive investment. This is 
because at lower. but still high rates 
of inflation, the “erosion-on- 
redemptian™ factor. (i.e. the fact 
that bonds are redeemed on the basis 
of the previous month's index and 
are therefore eroded in value before 
the money is received by the bond- 
holder.) is reduced and bonds, be- 
come a more efficient method of 
protection against inflation.

Yer. insofar as this marked ἃ bout 
of profit-taking. it could be possible 
to accept the more optimistic 
approach that terms this sort of ac- 
tion a “profit-taking de luxe.” in 
other words one that is absorbed 
without any significant downward 
pressure. However, this argument 
ignores the weak point of the day. 
namely the poor volume. 

In classic Te! Aviv Stock Market 
tactics. the first bout of profit-taking 
should mark the meeting between 
buyers and sellers. The former look 
to take advantage of thie emergence 
of sellers after days of “buyers 
only.” and the latter seek to take 
quick profits. 

In such a case the volume should 
expand considerably — vet this has 
not occurred or. if it did, it was on 
Monday. Yesterday's meagre 
volume shows that the public is not 
interested in joining the share scram- 
ble. It would also seem to indicate 
that the mini-boom in the share 
market was indeed short and sweet. 
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The uses of humbug 
JF, AS OFFICIAL spokesmen tell us, there is no particular 
reason for South African Foreign Minister Roelof “Pik” Botha 
to visit Israel at this time, there is equally no reason why he 
shouldn't, and a surfeit of self-righteousness on this score in 
some political quarters on the left is misplaced. 

After all, it was not a Likud government that hosted the 
then-prime minister of South Africa, John Vorster. on a 
“non-official” visit here some years ago. Nor were the relations 
between Israel and South Africa originally built up and 
nurtured by the Likud — this was done by Labour. 

If the untramelled enthusiasm of some Likud politician- 
businessmen over linking Israel economically to Pretoria and 
its Bantustans is cynical and unseemly, Labour's attempt to 
have it both ways smacks of over-sophistry. Non-attendance by 
Labour invitees at a reception in Mr. Botha's honour Monday 
night can only have salved their consciences if those conscien- 


ces are selective and superficial. 


But all this typically Israeli awkwardness pales before the 
rank hypocrisy of other countries in their unwarranted harping 
on the Israel-South Africa “connection.” 

In many cases their own connections with Pretoria are vastly 
broader and deeper than those of Israel. That goes for Saudi 
Arabia. which sells huge quantities sobat wittingly. to South 


Africa. It goes for many Black Afric: 


tates whose trade with 


South Africa far exceeds that of Israef.‘And it goes for Western 
European countries which also trade extensively with South 
Africa in circumvention or outright defiance of boycotts, and 
whose political relations with Pretoria are closer than those of 


Israel. 


Indeed, the South African prime minister, P.W. Botha, 
himself recently paid official visits to key European capitals. 

Harping on a nefarious “Pretoria-Jerusalem axis” is grist for 
the Third World propaganda mill, und is sometimes indulged in 
by statesmen and commentators who really know better but 
who allow themselves to lapse. in this case. into a convenient 


double-standard. 


For Israel, the complex situation surrounding South Africa 
requires a measure of the “realism” to which Mr. Shamir and 
Mr. Botha referred this week - but tempered by political 
sensitivity and an adherence to fundamental values. 

One immutable element in our position must be a profound 
abhorrence of apartheid, and Foreign Minister Shamir was 
being unstatesmanilike in his failure to state again this oft-stated 
truth which bears endless repetition, even to Mr. Botha. He 
should have said it, both for its effect abroad and for its 


educational impact at home. 


At the same time. Israel. like most countries, rightly seeks to 
maintain or establish relations with as many countries as 
possible, regardless of their internal regimes. There is a touch 
of humbug in the international pretence that apartheid is 
inherently more repressive than all other systems of state ~ 
persecution, some of which flourish unfettered on the African 
continent itself, but whose practitioners bask in international 


respectability.

“THE GOVERNMENT will put on 
tial producers and suppliers who 
refuse to sell. Industry Ministry: We 
will not allow a shortage of goods 
and services to be created.” Those 
words formed the main headline of 
yesterday's edition of Yedior Ahar- 
onot. 

And what they mean is that the 
last vestiges of the free economy are 
being removed. with the economy 
being run by the bureaucrats from 
their Jerusalem offices. 

There are four distinct reasons 
why the package-deal approach to 
solving the inflation problem is 
doomed to failure. Two are of a 
technical nature. and two reflect 
more fundamental flaws. Each one 
by itself is more than sufficient to 
render it worthless; and together 
they render the whole package into 
the “‘nonsense™ that the Economist, 
the prestigious British weekly, dis- 
missed so incisively last weekend. 

The first reason is the one that 
every child knows: it is simply im- 
possible, on the practical level. to 
enforce a total price freeze through- 
out the economy. The technical 
problems involved in switching back 
a semi-dolldrized, 1000-per cent 
inflation-level economy to a fixed- 
price, shekel economy are insur- 
mountable from an administrative 
point of view. Given the paltry naum- 
bers of inspectors and price- 
watchers to be deployed by the 
ministry involved, the situation be- 
comes ridiculous. 

The second level of failure is 
rather more subtle. but nonetheless 
potent for that: the monetary 
arrangements imposed on the gov- 
ernment by the Histadrut and the 
manufacturers, which were, in turn, 
forced on the cowed and battered 
banking system that we are saddled 
with, also ensure the failure of the 
deal. 

The intention is to hold interest 
rates down artificially, and to give 


depositors higher rates of interest 
than borrowers have to pay to the 
banks. This is supposed to draw 
money out of dolar-linked invest- 
ments and ‘into shekel deposits. 
There are. of course. two possibili- 
dies: Either it wil} work, or it won't. 


IF IT DOES, ‘the banks will be 
flooded with shekels. They are sup- 
posed, however, not to increase 
overdraft and credit facilities to their 
customers. What then will they do 
with the money? Surely. if they don’t 
know what to do with it. somebody 
else will. One way or another. the 
money will find its way to the public, 
or— worse still - to the governmerit. 

In any event, it will go to con- 
sumption. to maintaining the current 
levels of expenditures. It will thus 
destroy any possibility of monetary 
restraint. and inflation will go roar- 
ing on. 

But what about the price freeze? 
Surely that will produce lower 
monthly inflation figures. Maybe. it 
will. But the figures will not reflect 


what is going on in reality, only what © 


the government reports as reality in 
its own little dream world. The fi- 
gures will be “poodiefaked.” in the 
Economist's inimitable phrase. 
True, or free, or normal economic 
activity — call it what you will — will 
move underground. It wiil not take 
long. The shops have already started 
closing-down sales. and government 
officials will rapidiy discover that 


they cannot force anyone to engage - 


in any economic activity against his 
wishes. They wii also discover that 
no one Seeks to engage in economic 
activity just for fun, or according to 
conditions laid down by. people who 
have no understanding of how mar- 
kets for and services (or, in- 
deed, for labour and capital) work. 
This leads to the third reason for 
failure. this time of a more basic 


nature. The faceless bureaucrats in . 
their offices in Jerusalem's Kirya are — 


not capable of ranning the economy, 
even if they have all the resources of 
money and manpower in the world. 

Their record, and that of their ilk 
all over the world, shows them cap- 
able only of running things into the 
ground. They not only have no com- 
prehension of how busiriess enter- 
prises and the macro-economy 
work, they are also in mortal fear of 
allowing market forces to have any 
role. The more they intervene the 
worse things gei: and the worse 
things get. the more they intervene. 

The almost incredible absurdity 
quoted in the headline above illus- 
trates the thick-headedness of the 
apparatchik class which is now in 
control of our lives; it also highlights 
the extent to which they are divorced 
from reality. 


‘THE PUBLIC, from long and bitter 
ience. is well aware of all this. 
It will continue to behave rationally, 


‘hence the reaction of sormal 


businessmen that they will move 
“underground.” 

As in Communist countries, the 
official economy will be reflected in 
the official statistics, while more and 
more black markets open up to allow 
the supply of goods and services to 
match the demand for them. 

Returning to the monetary side of 
the package deal, it should now be 
clear how the second possibility — 
that it doesn’t work — will become 
reality in due course. 

Once the general public under- 
stands that the official figures bear 
no relationship to reality, and that 
the dollar is being artificially sup- 
ported to back ap the cheap-money 
system, they will know what to do.- 

“Aha,” they will say, “this is what 
Aridor did in 1982 and 1983, making 
the doilar ridiculously cheap. We 
know what bappened then, and we 
will take full advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to have a second bite of the 
apple. We will buy dollars, and if we

can’t get them fegally we will get 
them from other sources.” 

Once that happens, the rest of the 
process is too well-known to warrant 


Tepeating. . . 
The fourth reason that the pack- 
age deal is doomed to failure is also 
understood by almost every school- 
child. It is that inflation of the magni- 
tude we are suffering cannot be dealt 
with by gradualist measures. It must 
be stopped overnight. That is how 
every major inflation in this ceutury 
has been eradicated. It is extremely 
unpleasant, but it is the price that 
countries so afflicted have to pay for 
the cowardice of their political lead- 
ers in not tackling the problem in its 
early stages. That is why this pack- 
age deal, like its predecessors — and 


like every half-baked scheme for 


dealing with inflation over the past 
12 years -- will fail. τὲ 

There is no alternative to the over- 
night solution. The fact that all the 
politicians say it cannot be done is 
utterly irrelevant. Tt can be ‘done. 
The main sufferers, however, would 


be that very same class of apparatch- . 


iks. They would be among the first to 
lose their jobs if such drastic action

ALL ISRAEL was singing the song 
"Nasser is waiting for Rabin” during 
the tense weeks that preceded the 
outbreak of the Six Dav War. To- 
day, the occupied West Bank awaits 
Yitzhak Rabin’s moves as the de- 
fence minister in the new govern- 
ment of national unity. 

Rabin has consistently supported 
the peace process and the en- 
couragement of anti-PLO Palesti- 
nian moderates who believe ΠῚ a 
political settlement with Israel. But 
some Labour Party colleagues in the 
cabinet are trying to preempt his 
prerogatives and steer policy in a 
different direction. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahai 
has suggested that municipal elec- 
tions be held again in the West Bank. 
although pro-PLO figures attained 
office in the elections that were held 
in 1976 at the urging of Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres, then the defence 
minister. 

Not to be outdone, Health Minis- 
ter Mordechai Gur has even prop- 
osed the re-instatement of the pro- 
PLO mayors voted in under Peres 
but dismissed in summer 1982 by 
civil administration chief Prot. 
Menahem Milson. 


Meanwhile, several top members 
of the National Guidance Commit- 
tee, a PLO-surrogate banned in 
1982, have been conducting orga- 
nized political activity within the 
West Bank universities and through 
pro-PLO organizations there. 
Established at ‘the end of 1978. the 
committee served as the PLO’s com- 
mand in the West Bank and worked 
to stymie any efforts by other 
Palestinians to organize politically in 
support of the peace process. 

The Israeli authorities in the West 
Bank have so far issued repeated 
warnings to the committee's mem- 
bers about their political activities.
